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The Draft Horse. 

What constitutes a draft horse? 
Some will say, Oh, a good horse 
that will weigh 1,200 to 1,300 
pounds makes a good draft horse. 
Others will tell me that they don’t 
want a horse that weighs more 
than 1,150 to 1,200. Still there are 
those who say they can pull more 
with a horse that weighs 1,000 than 
I can with the big ones, while 
others demand a horse that weighs 
from 1,400 to 1,600, as their draft 
horse, and there are those who can- 
not get them big enough even 
when they weigh 1,800, to 2,000, 
writes Mr. T. B. Livingston, in the 
World Agriculturist. 

Now, who is right, and what are 
the qualifications of a draft horse. 
Well, 40 years’ experience among 
horses of all classes, and of that 
time a great deal of it has been de- 
voted tothe draft horse, enables 
me to say what suits me best for 
draft purposes, viz: 

No under-sized horse, no matter 
how good he may be, can be a 
first-class draft horse, because he is 
at all times called upon to give all 
the power he has got, and no man, 


animal or thachine can bear con- 
tinual straining pressure and re- 
main long able to work. 


Nor does it make a draft horse at 


to be an over-sized animal. I want 
a draft horse to be not less than 
1,400, and just as much larger as I 
can get him (except when weight 
is composed of beef) provided he 
is a good one, that is, if he has the 
action, the courage, the style and 
the ambition of a good little one 
when hardened and thoroughly 


broken, he will prove his own ex- | 


cellence without dispute. 

But still he may have all those 
attributes and not be a No. 1 draft 
horse. He must be an easy keeper, 
he must be level headed; he must 
be sound on his legs, no curbs, no 
spavins, no windgals, no thorough- 

us in either of the knee or hock 
Joint, no splints, no flat-footed nor 
mule-footed brute, but must stand 
ee and straight on his legs, 
which must be short, short be- 
tween joints, not too upright on 
his pasterns, nor recline ehough to 
weaken his power. His loin can- 
not be too good and his stifle 
power must be immense. It is not 
necessary that his head and neck 
should weigh the quarter of his 
total weight nor that he should 
have an immense chest; nor that 
his forelegs should be from eight 
to ten inches farther apart than 
another horse’s of the same size, 
nor that his shoulders should be 
on the outside and the horse hung 
on pivots between them. 

Oh, no. His legs must be under 
him and in good shape, or he can- 
not perform as is required of a 
draft horse. No cat hams, nor 
tucked up flanks, nor big coarse 
heads, no sleepy, dull, nor little 
round black eyes wanted. In fact 
he must be proportioned symmet- 
rically. stylish grand and com- 
manding in every respect; 1 
to the eye of a connoisseur, an 
capable of walking at a fast gait 
with ease and comfort for any dis- 
tance required of him, and if found 
to be necessary must be able to 
strike a good 8 trot and do it 
easily, free-hand, lightly, without 
injury to feet or legs. 

Some may say there are no such 
horses among the draft classes, but 
with such I beg leave to differ and 
firmly assert there are, when a 
judge knows how to select them, 
yg the day is fast approedsng 
and is now on us when the weight 
of a horse will not sell him for 
draft purposes. Men are getting 
to be better posted. They know 
now from past experience what is 


wanted, and they are looking for | ¥ 


that kind and rejecting all whe do 
not come very close to the stand- 
ard. The day is past when men 
will tell me as some breeders have 
told me that it does not make any 
difference what kind of a head a 
draft horse has, if he can only pull, 
nor that he is no good until he is 
spavined and thorough-pinued by 
hard work. 
It uires time and hard work 
on the breeders’ part to overcome 
* ee and ignorance, but by 
fod cious selections of nothing but 
tirst class stallions, not permitting 
the 1 importer or

DEFIANT TO THE LAST. 


A Lesson Which the Law Defying 
Elements Should Heed. 


[Press DISPATCHES TO Tag GAZETTE] 


The Anarchists. 

Cutcaao, Nov, 11.— During the long 
hours of the night the only newspaper 
men who were admitted to the inner 
parts of the jail were representatives 
of the Associated Press. They had 
quarters in what is known as the 
“lawyer’s cage, and were wichin ten 
feet of the Anarehists. At 4 o’clock 
one of them made a tour of the lower 
corridor, where Spies, Parsons, Fisch- 
er and Engei were confined, In each 
cell were two stalwart guards, who 
stood watebt over the Anarchists. 
Tue former ¢hatted in low tones and 
whispered jokes among themseives to 
While away the time, but the talk and 
whispered jokes were all lost on the 
prisocers, for each one was in the 
heaviest slambers. Spies lay on one 
side, his head on his arm, and slept as 
peacfully asa babe. At intervals the 
silence was broken by the stealthy 
walk of the armed guards, who made 
the rounds of the lower corridor to see 
that all was well. The only other dis- 
turbing element was the mewing ot 
the jail cat, that kept upa noise so per- 
sistently that at last the Deputy bore 
down on, captured and removed her 
to the basement, where her cries could 
not be heard. Some time after mid- 
night Parsons complained that the 
conversation in the jailor’s office 
aunoyed him aad prevented him 
from sleeping. The wocden door 
which hangs on the office side 
of the heavy bars of the in- 
ner door was closed, and the Texas 


Anarchist dropped into an uneasy 
slumber. Between 3 and 4 o'clock a 
rumbie of wheels outside penetrated 
the thick walls. The wagon droye 
up and unloaded four coffius. Three 
of the doomed companions opened 
their eyes. They tumbled out of their 
cots hastily and dressed themselves, 
No conversation took piace between 
the Anarchisis and their guards. 
Spies and Parsons simply bade them 
good-bye. Fischer was the first oue 
to emerge from his cell, accompanied 
by two deputies, He stepped over to 
the plain iron sink ard took a good 
wash. His every move was closely 
watched, Spies next performed his 
ablutions, and seemed to enjoy them. 
He lingered long at the sink. He 
carefully cleaned his teeth aud gar- 
gled his throat. Old man Engel fol- 
fowed the young Anarchist, and the 
last one to wash was Parsons. 

At 7:20 two waiters from a restaur- 
ant brought to the prisoners their 
break last. Rev. Dr. Bolton arrived at 
7:45 and passed into the cell-room, 
passing first into Parson’s cell, He at- 
tempted to engage the doomed Texan 
in religious conversation. Parsons had 
not yet finished his breakfast. What 
passed between them was not di- 
vu Writing materials were fur- 
nished to Spies, Parsons and Fischer, 
who immediately set about preparing 
a statement. Eagle made no request 
for a pen or paper, but he sat stolidiy 
on his bed, looking at the opposite 
wall of his cell. The prisoneis were 
asked if they had any desire for stim- 
ulaots, and all save Engle alone re- 
plied in the negative. Engle ashed 
for some port wine. It was given bim 
at once, and he gulped down three 
large glasses. Spies requested water 
and was seemingly consumed by a 
burniug thirst. He swallowed nearly 
two tumblers of the pure cold liquid. 

While standing in front of Eugel's 
cell Dr. Bolton was in danger of be- 
coming involved in a religious contro- 
versy, for che condemned man boldly 
pba Ln! propositions of the divine. 
Fisher continued to make a display of 
bravado. Soon after singing the Mar- 
seillaise he spoke tothe turnkey ina 
stubborn laughing way.

The statute entitled “An et to author- 
'ge and require the payment of rewards 
in certain Cases. (sec, 1918, Gen’), Stats) 
requires the Governor of the State to offer 
as ng reward of two hundred anu 
fifty doilars for the arrest of each person 
engaged in robbery upon the highw.y. 
The reward is payable upon the convic- 
tion of the person or persons arrested. 

During the year 1885 the relator ar-ested 
two persons in the act of committing a 
robbery upon the highway. They were 
convicted of the offense within the same 
year. In tne year 1887 he presented his 
claim for the su of five hundred dollars 
for the services to the Sate of Ex. 
aminers. The claim was allowed. The 
Controller refuses to issue his wurrant for 
the amount. It is his 2 it, if 
there is a fund in the State ury sub- 
ject to its ent. 

It is claimed that the sum of two tnous- 
and dollars appropriated for the payment 
of rewards offered by the Governor and 
found in sec. 28 of the general appropria- 
tion bill is applicable to the payment of 
the claim. (tats. 1887, p. 11.) By the 
first section of this law it will be seen that 
the appropriations therein made are for 
the various purposes mentioned, “and 
for the support of the Guvernment of the 
state of Nevada for the twenty-third and 
tweaty-fourth fiscal years.“ 

At each biennial session,the Legislature 
appropriates money for the a of 
— i | on the government for the twa 
yeara then running. The sppropriating 
ciause employed in bills of this character 
is uniformly the same, in form, as that 
above quoted, 

The fiscal officers of the State govern- 
ment have uniformly construed these 
laws, by us ge, as intending en * 
priation for the limited ume only—that is 
to say, the appro,riation is to meet wituin 
the named fiscal years the Iiabilities in- 
curred during these years. Unexpended 
balances sgainst which po wa:ranis have 
been drawn are consi*ered as apen 
lapsed and are carried to the genera! fun 
of the Treasury. 

This manuer of treating appropriations 
made fur the support of the civli govern- 
ment is kon to the Legis! ture ſrm 
th annhuai reports of the Controlie:, sub 
mitted at e ch Session forits infor nation, 
(mec. 180¥, Gen’l. Stuts.,) and presumubly 
becomes known to the members in ap- 
poitioning the revenues of the State, and 
in informing themselves concerning the
